Zedekiah, who reigned at that time in 
Jerusalem, was the uncle of Jehoiachin, the 
youthful king, placed at eighteen years of 
age upon the throne of Judah, who, having 
rebelled against his master, King Nebu- 
chadnezzar, was taken prisoner after a 
brief reign of three months. The King of 
Babylon bestowed the vacant throne upon 
Zedekiah, in the expectation of securing a 
faithful liegeman. In this he was mistaken. 
Zedekiah “did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord.” Forgetting his obliga- 
tions to Nebuchadnezzar, he formed an 
alliance with Egypt, the hereditary enerm 
of Assyria and Chaldea, and attempted to 
overthrow the authority of Babylon. Swift 
vengeance overtook the traitor. A .Baby- 
lonian army invaded and ravaged the coun- 
try, besieged Jerusalem and, after inflicting 
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a crushing defeat on an Egyptian force that ! 
was marching to the relief of the City, 
reduced the inhabitants to such horrible ex- 
tremities that they could no longer hold out. j 
Zedekiah, accompanied by his wife and 
children, fled in the darkness of the night 
toward the Jordan, but was overtaken and 
made prisoner near Jericho. The monarch 
and his sons were taken to Riblah, where 
Nebuchadnezzar then abode. 

The conqueror, with customary Asiatic 
cruelty, ordered the sons to be slain before 
their father’s face, and then deprived the ■ 
wretched parent of his eyesight. Thus [ 
maimed and bound with fetters of brass, j 
he was conveyed to Babylon, where he t 
probably died/ Thus were verified what ; 
had seemed to be the contradictory prophe- \ 
sies of Jeremiah and Ezekiel ; the former j 
predicting of Zedekiah — “Thine eyes shall , 
behold the eyes of the King of Babylon, 
and he shall speak to thee mouth to mouth, 
and thou shalt go to Babylon/’ and the 
latter announcing, “1 will bring him to s 
Babylon, to the land of the Chaldeans, yet 
see it he shall not, though he shall die . 
there.” 

The Temple and City of Jerusalem were ! 
destroyed, the inhabitants carried away into i 
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captivity and the Kingdom of David and 
Solomon ceased to have a place on the 
earth. 

History teaches that those achievements 
of true greatness which stand forth most 
clearly upon its pages, were wrought by 
an earnest and strenuous endeavor to at- 
tain some high ideal. 

As long as the Jewish Nation followed 
the commandments of God and worshipped 
Him, all was well. It bred mighty kings, 
who ruled over the nations round about, 
and toll, tributes and custom were paid 
unto it. 

Whenever Israel departed from its God, 
or lost sight of the Jewish ideal, disaster 
followed as surely and swiftly as night 
succeeds the day. 

It is better never to have assumed any 
vow than to assume it and then wilfully 
ignore it, or by carelessness or indiffer- 
ence prove equally faithless. 

Fidelitv to all your vows is an absolute 
necessity if you would be worthy of the 
title, Super Excellent Master. 49 

This degree also inculcates true devotion, 
in spirit and in truth, to the Great I Am, 
in contradistinction to idolatry; teaches tra- 
ditionally life’s vicissitudes, encourages 
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generous hospitality and friendship; en- 
lightens the mind and amends the heart, 
that we may become wiser and purer, 
brighter and brighter unto the perfect day. 

It also teaches the faithful fulfillment of 
our several vows and the fearless discharge 
of our respective duties, and admonishes us 
that the violation of our solemn obligations, 
as in the case of Zedekiah, the last King of 
Judah, will not only cause us to forfeit the 
respect and friendship of our Companions, 
but will also most surely destroy our own 
peace of mind. 

Then let us, my Companions, labor 
diligently and fearlessly in the cause of 
Truth, our allotted time, doing with our 
might whatsoever our hands find to do, so 
that, when at the time of the Third Watch, 
our work is finished, we may be greeted as 
Super Excellent Masters and be released 
from our captivity in the flesh, to return 
over the rough and rugged way of the Val- 
ley of the Shadow of Death to our abiding 
place eternal in the heavens , there to erect 
our last and perfect moral and Masonic 
Temple, and adore the Holy One of Israel 
throughout the endless cycles *of Eternity. 
Amen.
